| The Facility, located on Ross 
Island, was built during the first 
three months of 1956 for the pur- 
pose of supporting the initial 
landing of Americans at the South 
Geographic pole for construction 
of a science base. 

Principal occupations of the 
Seabees who manned the 34-house 
base during the Antarctic night, 
were the preparation of a sea-ice 
runway that could handle wheeled 
aircraft required to make the 
mass airdrop of 500 tons of equip- 
ment, then packaging the mate- 
rials for an additional airdrop by 
air force globemasters. 

A low temperature of minus 57 
degrees was recorded Aug. 8, 1956. 


-|This temperature, coupled with 


the cooling effect of the wind— 


| reckoned at one degree of temper- 
@ |ature drop per one knot of wind— 


made for a great physical discom- 
fort as men bulldozed snow from 
the bay ice. 

At the height of winter tractar 
crews were relieved every 20 min- 
utes. Surgical face masks were ef- 
fective for 45 minutes before they 
froze. 

Navy planes landed Seabees of 
McMurdo’s wintering party at the 
Liv Glacier to establish a small 
support base for Polar flights. 
Another group was landed on the 
10,000 foot elevation of the Polar 
plateau to construct the South 
Pole station. 

McMurdo Sound is a self-suffi- 
cient community from the time 
the ships leave until they return. 
It is equipped with a chapel, med- 
ical facilities, recreation center, 
laundry, power plant, insulated 
buildings, running water and 
maintenance shops. 

The Facility rests on a lava ash 
base on Cape Armitage, site of 
Captain Robert Falcon Scott's 
first base in the Antarctic.
